WHEREAS, a number of complaints have been received from various organizations and individuals regarding the alleged 
irregularities committed by Dr. H.B. Walikar, Vice-Chancellor of Karnatak University, Dharwad. The Registrar of Karnatak University, 
Dharwad has also reported regarding the functioning of the Vice-Chancellor which is not in conformity with the established rules and 
regulations. The media has also highlighted the malfunctioning and maladministration of Karnataka University alleging irregularities in 
recruitment and construction works. The alleged irregularities are: 

1) Irregularities committed in awarding tender for construction works and purchase of various equipments and other items in 

gross violation of KTPP Act. 

2) Irregularities in the appointment of teaching staff to various faculties in violation of recruitment rules, procedures and UGC 
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3) Non-compliance of audit objections for crores of rupees. 

4) Violation of Model Code of Conduct during elections to the Legislative Council. 

5) Not following H.E. the Governor and Chancellor's directions issued vide letter No. GS 8 GUM 98 dated 13.08.1998. 

It is therefore, felt absolutely necessary to hold an Inquiry to probe into the complaints against Dr. H.B. Walikar; Vice-Chancellor 
of Karnatak University, Dharwad. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I ,VAJUBHAI RUDABHAI VALA, Governor of Karnataka and Chancellor of the Universities in Karnataka, in 
exercise of the powers conferred on me by Section 8(1) read with Section 12 of the Karnataka State Universities Act, 2000, hereby 
appoint Justice B. Padmaraj, former Judge of High Court of Karnataka, No.1288, 13th Main, 3rd Cross, Judicial Layout, GKVK Post, 
Bangalore -560 065, to hold an Inquiry into the allegations made against Dr. H.B. Walikar, Vice-Chancellor, Karnatak University, 
Dharwad with the following terms of reference: 

To probe and enquire into: 

1) Financial irregularities in purchase of various office automation items, laboratory equipments and networking components for the 
development of the institution, in violation of KTPP Act / Rules and also without calling the tenders and thereby substandard 
equipments have been purchased and bills have been paid very promptly during the year 2011-14 and thereby causing financial 
loss to the tune of more than Rs.3 crores to the university. 

2) Irregularities committed in the construction of building under various schemes sanctioned by the UGC or State Government by 
piece work contract without calling for tenders and thereby violated the provisions of the KTTP Act. 

3) The recruitment of around 110 teaching staff since the year 2010, in violation of the recruitment rules, procedure and UGC 
norms, by recruiting the candidates who are under-qualified or not qualified and such appointments have been made by the Vice 
Chancellor just at the verge of his retirement, in violation of the directions No.GS 8 GUM 98, dated 13.10.1998 issued by His 
Excellency the Governor of Karnataka. 

4) Noncompliance of Audit Objections involving crores of rupees. 

5) The bills submitted showing expenditure in the name of Government auditors who visited the university and made payment of 
huge amount to the private hotels, even though the Government auditors were in no way concerned with the UGC Expert 
Committee visiting the university during the year 2011. 

6) The violation of model code of conduct by the Vice Chancellor during the Legislative Council elections of graduate constituency, 
by conducting interview on 22nd and 23rd May, 2014 for the selection of Assistant Professors in various departments of the 
university and issued orders in the midnight of 24th May, 2014 by hastily calling Syndicate meeting. 

7) Any other irregularities connected to the above terms. 

He shall complete the Inquiry in fifteen days and submit the report of Inquiry along with recommendations on the action to be taken. 

The Secretarial assistance, Office, transport and accommodation for Justice B. Padmaraj shall be provided by the Registrar, 
Karnatak University, Dharwad. Other terms and conditions will be issued separately.

2. The Stevedores/CHA/Port User filing export application to the Port Authority shall be held solely and severally 

responsible for any act or omission for breach of any laws, acts, rules, procedures, orders etc., and for authentication

NOTE:- 

1. Day means the period of 24 hours commencing from 6 a.m. 

2. The fees will be increased by 25% per day or part thereof after the period of 14 days. 

3. The user is required to pay Pilotage fees for docking and undocking of the vessel as per the schedule of rates approved by 

the Government Notification. 

4. The user is required to pay electricity charges at five times the actual unit consumed as per prevailing rates of Mangalore 
Electricity Supply Company (MESCOM). 

5. The users intend to apply for the use of Dry Dock shall have to pay five days rent in advance along with the application. 

6. The user is required to furnish undertaking to the Port department on a stamp paper worth of Rs. 100/- abiding the rules & 

regulations of the port department. 

7. In case of emergent repairs of departmental crafts or other Government crafts the user will have to vacate the Dry Dock 
within 24 hours of intimation. 

8. User shall have to pay all the fees before undocking of the respective vessel from the Dry Dock. 

9. Penalty under Sub section (2) of section 3 shall be payable at twice the rate of fees specified above for the delayed payment.
